The 
lottery- com m ission disqualified 
W atts after he had been nam ed 
a contestant, announcing that 
he did not have a valid ticket. 
“We m ade an error at lottery 
h e a d q u a rte rs ,” 
said 
Jim 
Skelly, public relations director 
for the com m ission, after W atts 
was picked for Sunday’s finals. 
“ W ouldn't it be som ething if 
he w on?” 
Win he did as his horse, 
Grand Action, zoomed home a 
2* i-length victor in the lottery’s 
grand finale at Thistledown. 
Curtis C.Towe, 38, of Cincin­ 
nati, a parking garage attend­ 
ant, held the No. 2 horse, Beau 
F ez, w inning $100,000, and 
M ary Ann Shum way of Parm a 
\yon $50,000 with the third-place 
horse, Em ory Jay. 
Seven other finalists won $10,- 
ooo each. 
The com m ission said all 100 
contestants w ere on hand for 
the countdown at Thistledown, 
and all went home with at least 
$1,000. Ten of them also collect­ 
ed $1,000 bonuses in a supple­ 
m ental draw ing. 
W atts said he plans to stay in 
Ohio for a while, at least, to 
spend “som e of the money in 
the state where I won it.” 
He gets $50,000 a year for 20 
years, and a com mission offi­ 
cial announced that in case any 
w inner doesn’t live long enough 
to collect the entire am ount it 
will go to his heirs. 
W atts said he has had three 
heart attacks. Then he added, a 
sm ile breaking the deep lines 
on his tanned face, “ m aybe the 
money will help it (his heart) 
run right.” 
One reason he w ants to stay 
in Ohio, he said, is “ there are 
som e friends 1 want to help— 
people w ho helped m e.”

$8 Million Confiscated 
U.S. Agents Score 
Counterfeit Money Seizure 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Se­ 
cret Service agents have con­ 
fiscated more than $8 million 
worth of bogus but realistic $100 
bills in what they called the 
largest seizure of counterfeit 
money in US. history. 
Four men w ere arrested Sun­ 
day and booked for investiga­ 
tion of m anufacturing and pos­ 
session of counterfeit money, 
said Robert E. Powis, special 
agent in charge of the Los An­ 
geles office of the Secret Serv­ 
ice. 
Powis described the bills as 


being “ definitely passable

He said the largest counterfeit 
seizure prior to this w as a $6.1

Energy Needs Huge Investment 


One of the b a iu u * .actors in the quest for I S 
^elf-sufficiency in energy is the apparent lack of 
sufficient funds in the private business sector to 
launch rapid expansion program s 
This is particularly true of utility firm s. Oil 
c o m p an ies, 
w hich 
have 
been 
c riticized 
repeatedly because their profits have become so 
large, claim to be plowing all funds above taxes 
and stock dividends back into expansion and also 
digging into their reserves in an attem pt to speed 
up the rate of growth 
HOWEVER. THE oil interests, whose profits 
a re not subject to governm ent regulation, have 
been held up more to date by ecological ob­ 
jections to new refineries and deep-water ports 
and by governm ent red tape in trying to increase 
explorations of the Outer Continental Shelf than 
by lack of funds, although all those projects are 
extrem ely costly. 
The utilities are in far worse shape for a 
variety of reasons, starting with the fact that 
their allowable profits are set by state public 
utility* com missions 
It’s difficult to stir up widespread public 
sym pathy for electric and natural gas dispensers 
which alw ays have generally been regarded as 
m onster monopolies with the power to run 
roughshod over the poor consum ers 
That im age is one of the underlying causes of 
the plight in which the utilities find them selves 
Everyone is scream ing for giant steps in the 
direction of providing more energy but there are 
few insistent cries for more money to assist in 
expansion except from the utilities themselves 
Fortunately. there are neoole in the federal 


governm ent, including President Ford and his 
energy advisers, who do realize the m assive 
problems confronting the utilities The President 
nas urged all the states to speed up processing of 
utility requests for hieher rates 


This m eaas passing along increased costs to 
coasum ers. w hich will be any thing but popular in 
,i period of continuing inflation But the utilities 
have little to sell except their service and con­ 
sequently th at’s their only significant source of 
funds. 
Utilities haven’t been able to obtain large

If they do get perm ission to raise rates, con­ 
sum ers will tend to reduce usage and in so doing 
they are right in line with desired energy con­ 
servation practices But if consumption drops 
drastically so does the return to the com panies 
and the money available for expansion shrinks 
accordingly 
Faced with all those roadblocks the utilities 
postpone construction, needed expansion doesn’t 
occur and existing facilities decrease in ef­ 
ficiency as they become worn and outmoded 
T hat’s one of a host of reasons U. S. energy 
self-sufficiency

Polling the Women 


As the saying has it, “You've cornea long way, 
baby “ Ju st how far women have come, and 
w here they are going is suggested by the findings 
of the third Virginia Slims American Women’s 
Opinion Poll 
In this y e a r’s poll, conducted by the Roper 
organization, 3.000 women «and also 1,000 men> 
aged 18 on up were asked their view's on 
m arriage, divorce, child rearing, m ale and 
fem ale roles and the changing values and morals 
of society . Some of the findings 
Women a re leaning toward bonafide part 
nerships in m arriage where husband and wife 
share the responsibilities of household and 
family. O ver SO per cent favor combining 
m arriage, children AND careers 
But m arriage in either the old or new style 
rem ains the preferred way of life for more than 
nine out of ten women and men. Given a choice, 
only a handful of women (2 per cent) would 
pursue a career rather than m arriage and 
having children 
Divorce as a solution to a bad m arriage, is 
favored by three out of five women. Futherm ore, 
a m ajority oppose alimony when the woman can 
earn a reasonable income 
Nearly half of women today think having two 
children is ideal, com pared to only one in four 
who thought so in 1952 and 1941. Most cite the

The federal governm ent is 
controlled by hum an beings and 
mv experience with them has 
taught me they will devise ways 
to use that $40 million in money 
power to control presidential 
candidates in w ays we will not 
like. 
IF HISTORY is any teacher, 
these controls will start out as 
insignificant restrictions which 
most of us will believe to be 
w ise. They will be so minor that 
no one will be able to seriously 
object. G ardually, the web of 
controls will grow stronger, 
weakening the independence of 
the men running for President. 
Before casting that thought 
aside, think back on the 200 
years of this country’s history. 
R ecall 
how 
the 
fe d e ra l 
governm ent has increasingly 
taken over power from 
the 
states, cities and individuals 
T h i s accum ulation of power has 
been accom plished through the 
reinterpretation of laws. It has 
been m ade possible through the 
control of the purse, by the 
inability of the states to unite 
and the failure of many states 
and 
localities 
to deal 
w'ith 
pressing social and economic 
problems 
The powers over interstate 
com m erce granted the federal 
governm ent b; the Constitution 
have been stretched to cover 
in d u strie s 
and 
b u sin esses 
which bv no stretch of the 


im a g in atio n a re 
in te rsta te 
com m erce 
in 
the 
original 
m eaning of that term .. 
The monies voted education 
in federal bills and through aid 
to im pacted areas have been 
used to dictate to colleges and 
secondary and prim ary schools 
what som e of their policies 
should be. 
The huge federal purchases 
by the Defense D epartm ent and 
other agencies have been used 
to force 
private 
companies 
operating in local states to 
com ply 
w ith 
W ashington 
policy. 
W ELFARE PROGRAMS of 
the individual states, heavily 
aided from W ashington, have 
been required 
in 
im portant 
respects to follow criteria laid 
down by federal officers. In 
some cases the federal rulings 
have resulted in m ajor im ­ 
provem ents. In other cases the 
results have been disastrous 
We 
should 
be 
thoroughly 
aw are of the fact that we are 
exchanging one set of pressure 
O 
s for another. 
And 
it 
i be m ade clear we do not 
know- w here this change will 
lead. But som e points can be 
m ade. The pressures exorted 
by individual donors tend to 
balance them selves out to som e 
extent. 
We have the governm ent to 
m onitor excesses, as in the 
W atergate case. But if 
the 
governm ent is the sole donor in 
p re sid e n tia l 
ra c e s. 
who 
monitors the governm ent? 
The governm ent in this case 
is Congress and no one has yet 
suggested Congress is able to 
monitor itself.

NEW FACES: The election is 
still a week aw ay, but it is 
already certain that voters this 
year will be sending a lot of new 
faces to Congress.

defeated in prim ary contests. 
Nine senators won’t be back ; 
since seven a re retiring and two 
failed to win renom ination in 
the prim aries. In the House 52 
m em b ers 
w on’t 
be 
back 
because of retirem ent, defeat 
or aspiration for other offices. 
In the House 62 m em bers are 
sure to be back since they have 
no opponent 
in the Nov. 5 
general election. Of that total. 
61 are D em ocrats and one is a 
Republican. 
This year 34 Senate seats are 
open, and only three incumbent 
se n a to rs 
a re 
a ssu re d 
of 
returning because they lack 
opposition. 
Taditionally most incumbent 
c o n g ressm en , re g a rd le ss of 
party, easily win re-election. 
But the polls this year show 
many GOO congressm en are in 
trouble 
and 
there 
may 
be 
numerous upsets. 
The biggest battles are taking 
place 
in 
the 
52 
“ o p en " 
congressional districts w here 
there is no incumbent. It is in 
these races that the polls in­ 
dicate the D em ocrats will m ake 
their biggest gains. 
The D em ocrats now control 
the House with 248 m em bers to 
187 for the GOP and there have 


l>een predictions that the GOP 
may lose 35 to 50 seats in the 
election.

Nixon May Undergo 
Surgery for Phlebitis 


LONG BEACH,Calif. <AP* 
Richard M Nixon will probably 
undergo surgery for his phle­ 
bitis if tests scheduled 
this 
w eek show new clots forming in 
his leg. the former president's 
physician says. 
Dr John C. Lungren also told 
a news conference here Sunday 
that Nixon eventually will be 
available to testify in the trials 
of his former aides charged in 
connection with the Watergate 
affair. 
If tests this week show no ac­ 
tive clotting, Lungren said the 
former president will probably 
leave Memorial Hospital Medi­ 
cal Center of Long Beach at the 
end of the week 
Among the elaborate tests 
scheduled is a radioactive iso­ 
tope examination 
“We don't propose to do any­ 
thing further unless we have in 
dicatioas of active clotting, 
said Lungren, Nixon's physi­ 
cian since 1952. “Then we would 
probably go to surgery.” 
Dr. Wiley Barker, a consult­ 
ant in the case, said that even if 
surgery is unnecessary1, Nixon 
will need “close medical su­ 
pervision for a protracted 
length of time, and by protacted 
length of time 1 mean many 
months.” 
The former president 
has 
been subpoenaed by both the 
defense and the prosecution as 
a w itness in the Watergate cov­ 
er-up trial in Washington, D.C. 


A spokesman there said the 
special prosecutor’s office “will 
have no com m ent” on Barker’s 
statement 
Lungren declined to discuss 
the political or legal con ­ 
sequences of Nixon’s health, 
but in reply to a question he 
said, “Mr. Nixon at some point 
will be available for court pro­ 
ceedings 
1 cannot say when 
Over the long haul I'm sure 
he’ll be available.” 
Nixon’s financial status was 
discussed by Ron Ziegler, for­ 
mer presidential press secre­ 
tary. in an informal talk with 
reporters after the news con­ 
ference. 
“All hospital costs will come 
out of his own pocket," Ziegler 
said 
“Someone neglected to 
take the insurance out and I 
think that’s the story of a lot of 
the President’s 
personal 
fi­ 
nances ... He was President for 
5 ' 2 years and 1 guess people 
dropped the ball along the way 
They sure did on health in­ 
surance.” 
Lungren said Nixon is re­ 
sponding to hospital treatment 
and is not in “any undue pain ” 
Nixon was readmitted to the 
hospital last Wednesday after 
Lungren found that the oral an­ 
ticoagulant taken at his San 
Clemente home was not work­ 
ing adequately. He left the hos 
pital Oct. 4 after 12 days of tests 
and treatment for phlebitis, a 
vein inflammation

Athletic 
Conference; 
Miami of Ohio, rated 19th, tops 
the Mid-American Conference; 
San Diego State heads the

Association and Tulsa leads the 
Missouri Valley. All won or 
shared their conference titles 
last year. 
In weekend action, Ohio State 
buried Northwestern 55-7 as Ar­

Cincy Scientists 
To Give Paper on 
Anti-cancer Drug 


CINCINNATI. Ohio ( A P ) — A 
jfroup ol Cincinnati scientists 
lias been invited to the 11th In­ 
ternational Cancer Congress 
this week in Rome, Italy to 
present a paper on a new anti- 
cancer drug. 
The drug, called “Saccha- 
romycin,” is a variation on a 
drug group called procytoxin or 
PCD 
St. Thomas Institute of Cin­ 
cinnati reported the drug helps 
protect the normal cells ot 
p atien ts undergoing c h e m ­ 
otherapy for cancer 
"There 
are 
several 
com* 
pounds which will destroy can 
cer," said Dr. George S.Sperti. 
president ot St. Thomas In­ 
stitute. 
"But when used 
in 
quantity, such drugs have the 
slight’ drawback of being like­ 
ly to kill the patient as well.” 
Dr. Elton S.Cook and Dr. Leo 
(I. Nutini spoke for o th er 
scientists on the project. 
Dr. Cook said the drug has 
extended the life span ol can- 
c e r - b e a r i n g 
l a b o r a t o r y 
a n im a ls, p e rm ittin g longer 
tre a tm e n t 
through 
its 
p rotection of the p a tie n t's 
normal cells. 
Une problem, 
however, 
is 
that Sperti and his colleagues 
say they are not exactly sure 
why it does what it does. 
The drug inhibits division and 
therefore growth of tumor cells 
and it also protects the bone 
marrow of the patient from de­ 
struction by the cancer drug. 
Dr Cook explained. 
Nutini said recent tests have 
been concerned with trying to 
preserve the beneficial anti­ 
cancer properties of the toxic 
drugs and to shed all the un­ 
desirable properties. 
"We re getting close enough 
to a drug with certain definite 
properties," Dr. Sperti said, 
"to justify giving it a new 
name. In the future the more 
descriptive name of Saccha- 
romycin will be given to a drug 
split off from PCD.” 
"Our emphasis 
for 
many 
years at St. Thomas has been 
on changing cancer cells to 
harmless citizens of the body

CLEVELAND, Ohio <AP>- 
Thomas J. 
Herbert, 
former 
governor, Ohio Supreme Court 
justice and state attorney gen­ 
eral. was to be buried in l a k e ­ 
side Cemetery today, his Both 
birthday. 
Interment, 
with 
graveside 
services, followed a memorial 
service earlier in the day at Co­ 
lumbus. 
Herbert died Saturday night 
in a nursing home 111 the Co­ 
lumbus suburb of Grove City 
follow ing a long illness. He had 
been out ot active politics since 
suffering a stroke March 21, 
1961. while sitting on the Su­ 
preme Court bench 
A Republican. Herbert a s ­ 
sumed his first elective post as 
state attorney general in 1939 
and was elected to two more 
two-year terms. 
In 1946 he upset incumbent 
Democratic Gov. Frank J 
Lausehe. but was defeated in 
his hid for re-election by 
Lausehe two years later.

My 
funeral maven in Chicago tells 
me you can have as simple and 
unostentatious a burial as you 
like If you want only your loved 
ones present, just tell your next 


of kin that you prefer a private 
funeral. And don't forget to put 
it in writing with the help of a 
lawyer. Embalming is not nec­ 
essary. unless you die from a 
communicable disease. 
Most cities do not permit 
burials in backyards. If you live 
out in the country it might be 
allowed. The local health de­ 
partment has complete juris­ 
diction. 
There is no legal requirement 
that a grave be marked, but a 
death certificate is mandatory 
and must be signed by a physi­ 
cian and exchanged at a local 
health department for a burial 
permit. For most jurisdictions 
a licensed funeral director 
must also sign and be respon­ 
sible for the final disposition of 
a human bodv 


In answer to vour last ques

Would it be psychologi 
cally harmful to survivors to 
have a loved one buried so 
close9 It depends. Some might 
find it comforting, others 
wouldn't be able to get a decent 
night’s sleep

— Starting 
from the beginning for our 
other readers, 
the dumping 
syndrome is a complication of 
surgically removing much of 
■the stomach. Since the normal

^impossible. large amounts of

the small intestine Foods are 
/lormally predigested in the 
stomach into a liquid or at least 
^emt-solid state The stomach, 
by controlling how much food 
passes into the intestine for 
absorption, even affects such 
functions as blood sugar level.
